On December 7, 1967, PRANK MULEA, also known 
as AFE, was engaged in conversation in the vicinity of his 
residence 2023 North Sheffield, Chicago, Illinois, During 
this conversation MULEA stated as follows: 

He is a native born Chicagoan having been raised 
in a near north side neighborhood which is no longer 
in existence because of urban renewal. His father JOSEPH 
MULEA was an Italian Immigrant who came to the United 
States as a young boy of eight or nine and died at the 
age of 93, HULEA claimed his father had become a citizen 
of the United States but declined to say where and under 
what circumstances. MULEA stated he himself was born in 
Chicago, Illinois, and also claimed he was a baptized 
Catholic but declined to Identify the church wherein this 
baptism occurred, 

MULEA advised that he was currently unemployed 
and formerly earned his living as a salesman. He stated 
he subsisted on a lull disability pension Iron the United 
States government. MULEA 'stated that the disability in 
question was based upon an emphysema condition. 

It was pointed ourt to MULEA that emphysema 
was an unusual service connected disability and he replied 
that that may be; however, if the Agents would check 
they would find that the President of the United States 
had recently passed a law allowing disability for persons 
with previous military service who became totally disabled 
such as he was.
